Soviet

MOSCOW (AP) — A Soviet 
commentator on Friday con- 
demned what he called American 
hysteria over the seizure of 40 hos- 
tages from a TWA airliner in Bei- 
rut and accused the Reagan adm- 
inistration of nurturing “the cult 
of force” that fosters “int- 
ernational terrorism”. 

The official news agency TASS, 
summarising a commentary by 
Stanislav Kondrashov, an analyst 
for the government newspaper 
Izvestia, said Ae seizure of the 
hostages “has acquired tire dim- 
ensions of a- national crisis in the 
United States.” 

By “raising the American fist 
over Lebanon,” President Reagan 
threatens to make the crisis an int- 
ernational one, too, Kondrasho 
wrote. ! 

He said the Soviet Union did 
not want to justify the “terrorist 
action in any way, but raised sev- 
eral arguments that virtually ple- 
aded tire case for the seizure of the 
Americans. 

“The innocence of the Ame- 
rican hostages does not at allabs- 
olve the American state either 
from responsibility or from guilt,” 
Kondrashov said. 

He quoted Mr. Reagan as hav- 
ing talked of the hijack as “an att- 
ack of uncivilised barbarians on 
the entire Western civilisation,” 
but asked, “where was he when

Reagan urges support 
of Jordan’s peace efforts 


AMMAN (Agencies) — US. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan has urged 
Arab states to support Jordan’s 
Middle East peace efforts in an 
interview with a Lebanese mag- 
azine. 

He told Al Hawadess, a 
London-based Arabic weekly, 
that his September 1982 Middle 
East peace plan was “stiD on the 
table”. The interview was con- 
ducted by the prominent 
Kuwait-based Palestinian jou- 
rnalist Nasseridden NashashibL It 
appeared in Jordan’s Sawt Al 
Shaab daily on Thursday. 

The 1982 Reagan plan, for Pal-, 
estinian self-rule on the. West' 
Bank and Gaza Strip in ass- 
ociation with Jordan, was rejected 
by Israel and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 

Mr. Reagan noted a strong 
drive towards peace in (he region. 
He said Arab recognition of Isr- 
ael's right to exist and direct 
Arab-Israeli peace negotiations 
were essential prerequisites for a 
peaceful settlement 

“It’s King Hqssein’s right to 
know that the other Arabs support 


him. All we are trying to do is to 
get the parties concerned tog- 
ether,” Mr. Reagan was quoted as 
saykig. 

Jordan and the PLO are joi- 
ntly offering peace in return for 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. Bnt they are opp- 
osed by hardline Arab states such 
as Syria and Libya and rebel fac- 
tions of the PLO. . 

Mr. Reagan said he opposed 
participation by Moscow in the 
Middle East peace process, saying 
it was “un constructive”. 

He also voiced reservations 
over tiie idea of an international 
Middle East peace conference. 
“This would become a political 
theatre incapable of providing 
solutions— we believe only direct 
negotiations can-produce real Res- 
ults,” he said. 

The president called for direct 
peace negotiations between Iran 
and Iraq in the 57-month-old Gulf 
War.

Search vessel locates bulk 
of Air ludia wreckage 


CORK, Ireland (Agencies) — A 
British navy ship Fnday located 
thebnlkof tiie wreckage of tiie Air 
India Jumbo jet that crashed off 
Ireland with 329 passengers and 
crew five days ago, an Irish- gov- 
ernment spokesman said. 

The spokesman, who declined 
to be identified, told tiie AP the 
wreckage was located by HMS 
Challenger, a seabed survey ves- 
sel, in the search area 200 kil- 
ometres southwest of Ireland. 

He. told reporters he did not 

know whether it might contain the 

’ ‘black box” fligh t recorders, vital 
to deter mining whether the plane 
was blown up by a bond). 

He said Challenger was con- 
tinuing to pick up a “weak and 
mtenmttent” signal that could be 
coming from one of tiie recorders. 

Until now, air and sea search 
parties have recovered just a tiny 
fraction of the wreckage, and only 
■131 bodies. 

On Thursday, investigators said 
faint radio signals had been det- 
ected from tiie North Atlantic 
where the plane crashed, but they 
were not sure whether the flight 
recorders were tiie source. 


■ The recorders, thought to be 
2,000 metres down on the seabed, 
should normally emit homing sig- 
nals for up to one month, but the 
depth ana pressure of water could 
affect this. 

Thirty-one relatives of the vic- 
tims erf tiie crash were due in Cork 
Friday in hopes of identifying bod- 
ies recovered from tiie Atlantic. 

Ninety relatives of the victims 
have gone to Ireland on their own 
and were in Cork to identify the 
bodies. 

An Air India official said India 
has sent intelligence agents to 
Canada and Japan to help probe 
tiie possibility a bomb could have 
caused the crash. 

The Air India official told Reu- 
ters teams of investigators from 
India's external intelligence org- 
anisation, the Research and Ana- 
lysis Wing, security men and avi- 
ation experts had arrived in Ott- 
awa ana Tokyo.

5 killed, 19 injured in accident

AMMAN — Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai Friday held talks with Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat, 
who flew in from Baghdad Thu- 
rsday. amidst Palestinian denials 
that the PLO leadership was pav- 
ing the way to move its hea- 
dquarters and central offices from 
Tunis to Amman. 

Mr. Arafat left Amman later 
Friday for Tunis, where he is exp- 
ected to attend an extraordinary 
session of the Arab League Cou- 
ncil to prepare for a special pan- 
Arab summit. 

The Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, said Friday that the tails 
between the two leaders covered 
“positive results of a current Eur- 
opean tour by a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation and means 
to enhance the common 
Jordanian-Palestinian march.” 
The deputy commander of PLO 
forces. Khalil Al Wazir, popularly 
known as Abu Jihad, who att- 
ended Friday's meeting strongly 
denied reports that suggested that 
the PLO was preparing to move its 
headquarters from Tunis to 
Amman. 

Nothing of that sort has been 
discussed so far and no new dev- 
elopments (concerning the PLO’s 
presence in Jordan) has occ-

A report ca Tried by Reuters 
from Tunis said that the PLO had 
“moved some personnel from 
Tunis to Amman”. The report

Iraq says it destroyed 
200 ships in 3 years 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said its 
warplanes hit a naval target in the 
Gulf Friday, and the commander 
of Iraqi naval defences said his 
forces had destroyed 200 ships off 
tiie Iranian coast during tiie past 
three years. 

The Iraqi News Agency (TNA) 
said Iraqi waiplanes hit a large 
□aval taiget — a term used in the 
past to describe oil tankers — at 
0920 a.m. (0520 GMT) near 
Iran’s main oil terminal at Kharg 
Island in the northern Gulf. 

The Iraqi aircraft all returned 
safely to base, it said. 

It was the fourth such attack 
reported by Iraq this month. The 
last independently-confirmed att- 
ack was an a Turkish tanker after 
it had loaded at Kbaig on May 1. 

The commander of Iraq’s naval 
and coastal defence, who was not 
named by INA, said ships des- 
troyed during the past three years 
included half of the Iranian navy. 

Frigates, mine -sweepers; tug- 
boats and patrol boats were 
among Iranian ships destroyed, he 
said in an interview. 


He said all ships were hit inside 
an Iraqi-imposed no-go area str- 
etching east and southeast from 
Iraq’s port of Fao, at the northern 
tip of the Gulf. 

On Thursday, Iran and Iraq 
both claimed successes in latest 
Gulf war fighting across the mar- 
shlands of southern Iraq. 

Baghdad said its troops seized 
back part of tiie oQ-ricfa Majnoon 
Islands from Iranians stationed 
there since a major offensive 16 
months ago. 

Tehran meanwhile reported an 
attack in die marshlands on Tue- 
sday night in which it said it killed 
more than 100 Iraqi soldiers and 
seized new territory. 

Marshes cover much of the ext- 
ensive southern warfiont, and the 
two operations may not have been 
in (he same area. 

An Iraqi mflitaiy spokesman 
said the Third Army Corps lau-. 
nched “Operation Lightning 
Wrath” at 4 a-m. (2400 GMT) on 
a 1,200 metre wide front in the 
Majnoon Islands. 


Bush : Soviets continue 
missile deployments 


BRUSSELS (R) — U.S. Vice- 
President George -Bush said Fri- 
day the Soviet Union had con-, 
tinued to deploy SS-20 medium- 
range missiles despite a unilateral 
freeze proclaimed by Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev in 
April. 

He also said the NATO allies 
unanimously supported increased 
efforts to fight “international ter- 
rorism”. Some felt retribution was 
appropriate but most were cau- 
tioning the United States against 
retaliation for the Beirut hostage 
crisis, he said. 

Mr. Bush told a news con- 
ference after a two-hour meeting 
with NATO's council of amb- 
assadors that new figures to be 
published later Friday would show 
the number of SS-20s continued 
to rise. 

“You will see they have gone 
up. My interpretation is that they 
don't feel inhibited in deploying 
their SS-20s... there isn’t tiie res- 
traint that perhaps has been adv- 
ertised out of the Soviet Union.” 
he said. 


NATO sources said U.S. int- 
elligence had determined that 
Moscow had completed one extra 
missile base since Mr. Gor- 
bachev’s April 7 announcement of 
a six-month moratorium, raising 
the SS-20 tally to 423 from 414. j 

Mr. Bush repeated he was con- 
fident that tiie Netherlands would 
follow through on a decision to 
deploy U.S. cruise nuclear mis- 
siles, providing the Soviet Union 
has deployed more SS-20s by 
November than it based last June. 

Mr. Bush said President Reagan . 
was deeply committed to ach- 
ieving arms reductions in arms 
control talks with the Soviet 
Union. He la ter flew on to Geneva 
for scheduled meetings with the 
U.S. and Soviet negotiators . 

Asked about an apparent hint 
by Mr. Gorbachev that Moscow 
might walk out of the talks if the 
United States persisted with its 
“Star Wars” space weapons res- 
earch programme (See page 8), he 
said: “I think die matter is so ser- 
ious that threats are not die way to 
do business.” 


Joint foreign policy figures high in EC Milan summit 


MILAN, Italy (R) — European 
Community (EC) leaders Friday 
opened a two-day summit seen as 
the last chance to carry out vital 
reforms streamlining decision- 
making before Spanish and Por- 
tuguese entry next year. 

But diplomats and officials said 
the meeting was only likely to app- 
rove in principle ideas for wider 
foreign polity coordination which 
did not go to the heart of the 
community’s problems. 

Britain on the one band and 
France and West Germany on the 
other have submitted largely ide- 
ntical plans for a common com-' 
munjty foreign and security pol- 
icy. 

Dutch Prime Minister Ruud 


Lubbers told reporters such plans 
“threaten to divert attention from 
what is really at stake”. The Net- 
herlands and a majority of other 
members want the summit to 
agree reforms improving cum- 
bersome decision-making pro- 
cedures, and strengthening the 
European commission and par- 
liament 

Italian Prime Minister Bettino 
Craxi, chairing his last summit 
before handing over the com- 
munity’s rotating presidency to 
Luxembourg on July 1, warmly 
welcomed the Spanish and Por- 
tuguese prime ministers who are 
attending a summit for the first 
time, as observers, before joining 
formally on Jan. 1. 


He spoke of their entry as enr- 
iching the European grouping alt- 
hough dplomats said he and other 
leaders had stressed that tiie 
summit’s first priority was to ers- 
ure the efficient working of the 
community after enlargement. 

They said the chances of agr- 
eeing reforms to smooth 
decision-making were not bright. 
The most that could be hoped for 
was agreement on the broad lines 
of possible reforms, postponing 
final decisions to the community's 
December summit in Lux- 
embourg. 

The diplomats said the meeting 
here might agree on the need to 
conclude a special agreement put- 
ting present foreign policy coo- 


rdination on a more formal basis, 
but again leaving details to the 
Luxembourg summit. 

The Franco-German ann- 
ouncement Thursday that the two 
countries were submitting a joint 
draft for a new treaty on European 
union astonished diplomats alr- 
eady familiar with similar British 
ideas. Both West German and 
French officials Friday appeared 
to play down the importance of 
the draft. 

Diplomats said French leaders 
were saying privately its main sig- 
nificance was to show Bonn and 
Paris were still able to work tog- 
ether as partners despite dis- 
agreements at fee Western eco- 
nomic summit in Bonn last month.

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan has expressed deep res- 
entment and dismay and rejected allegations and 
accusations levelled against it by the speaker of 
Kuwait’s parliament, Ahmad A) Sa’doun, in a spe- 
ech to Kuwaiti deputies on Tuesday. . 


Jordan's reaction was contained 
in a message sent to Mr. Sa'doun 
jby Akef AI Fayez. speaker of the 
Lower House of Parliament, who 
voiced his protest and con- 
demnation and that of the par- 
liament members against Mr. 
Sa" doun's speech attacking Jordan 
along with the Palestine Lib-^ 
eration Organisation (PLO) and' 
other Arab countries. 

The message, handed to Kuw- 
aiti Ambassador to Jordan Ibr- 
ahim AI Baho, said that Mr. Sa'd- 
oun's speech “breached all norms 
of close brotherly ties and coo- 
rdination and cooperation that 
have characterised relations bet- 
ween Jordan and Kuwait and con- 
stituted a violation of the higher 
policies adopted by both countries 
and represents a contradiction of 


all resolutions taken by consensus 
at Arab summit meetings'* 

The message said “Jordan has 
heard with dismay the contents of 
Mr. Sa’doun's speech to .par- 
liament on June 25 and regrets the 
reference to the joint Jordanian- 
PLO efforts in the United States 
as a prelude to direct contacts with 
Israel." 

"Jordan, which guards the lon- 
gest confrontation line with the 
Israeli enemy, has been struggling 
with all its power to restore Arab 
rights in Palestine, and will con- 
tinue to do so with the purpose of 
helping the Palestinians regain 
their legitimate rights in their 
homeland.” the message affirmed. 

It said that Jordan “feels proud 
to stand as a barrier, preventing 
Israel from achieving its ambitions 


in Arab territory and Arab oil fie- 
lds.’* * • . . ■ 

“Jordan's policy emanates from 
its firm and solid national ori- 
entation. and its struggle On the 
regional and international levels 
are based on Arab principles and 
resolutions taken at Arab summit

“As to the Kuwaiti financial ass-

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan has

'U.S. awaits Hostages’ release, 
but businessmen cash in 


NEW YORK |R) — US. ent- 
repreneurs are moving quickly to 
cash in on the Beirut hostage crisis 
as the drama enters its third week. 

Two country and western songs, 

. one patriotic and the other a moc- 
kery of the 39 hostages' Shi'ite 
captors, are being aired on radio 
and the records are being rushed 
to stores. 

An $8 hostage T-shin is selling 
“like crazy” in California, its 
makers said. The shirt's slogan 
says: “Free the Hostages — send 
Rumbo to Beirut" , a reference io 
a popular film about a Vietnam 


veteran bent on regaining lost 
American honour. 

Badge and banner-makers are 
sure to join in and more than one 
publishing house was considering 
a quick book on the crisis. 

News of the hostage crisis, 
which began on June 14 with the 
seizure of a Trans World Airlines 
(TWA) plane over Greece, rem- 
ains virtually impossible to avoid. 

The story unfolds daily on the 
front pages of newspapers, and 
television networks continue to 
interrupt afternoon soap operas 
and prime-time dramas with spe- 


cial reports. 

Recent reports of official opt- 
imism and television footage of 
the hostages saying they are in 
good shape appear to have relaxed 
the nation's mood. 

In the early days, especially 
after the murder of a U.S. navy 
diver on the plane, much of the 
nation seethed with rage and calls 
for “revenge” were frequent and 
fierce. 

But now exclamations such as 
“they’ll be home soon” or 
“they're okay" are much more 
likely to be heard.

U.S. Shi’ites plan mission 
to Beirut on hostage crisis 


Elias Sarkis (1924-1985)- 

Sarkis dies 
in Paris 

PARIS (R) — Former Lebanese 
President Elias Sarkis, who held 
office from 1976 to 1982. died at 
his Paris home Thursday, a Leb- 
anese embassy spokesman said. 

Mr. Sarkis, who was 61 and a 
Maronite Christian, had been tre- 
ated for an undisclosed illness in 
France and died in his sleep Thu- 
rsday morning, the spokesman 
said! 

His elected successor was Bas- 
hir Gemayel. who was killed in a 
bomb attack less than a month 
after his victory at the polls and 
before.j^lqng office. Mr.. Gem- 
ayel’s older brother Amin was 
then elected and took., oyer from 
Mr. Sarkis. 

Mr. Sarkis came to office in Sep- 
tember 1976 with Syrian backing 
at the height of the Lebanese dvU 
war and stepped down six years 
later as Israel i invasion troops rin- 
ged Beirut. 

Before beoomingpresident. Mr. 
Sarkis had been governor of the 
central bank since 1967 and gai- 
ned a reputation for keeping the 
Lebanese currency and banking 
system afloat during the first exp- 
losive year of the cm! war. 

He failed in an earlier bid for 
the presidency in 1970. 

He was born on June 20, 1924. : 
in Mount Lebanon, the eldest of j 
three sons, and trained as a lawyer , 
before entering public service. He . 
never married. . • I 


DETROIT (R) — Leaders of the 
largest Shi’ite Muslim community 
in the United States said Thursday 
they planned to go to Beirut next 
week to tiy to help the American 
hostages. 

‘ ‘Our goal is to maintain contact 
with the hostages and to assure 
their safety and the importance of 
their returning home,” said Nassib 
Fawaz, chairman of the Islamic 
Centre of America in Detroit 

Mr. Fawaz said he and other 
representatives of the estimated 
20,000 Shfites in Detroit and nei- 
ghbouring towns will leave on 
Monday and carry letters, pos- 
tcards and photographs to the 39 
Americans seized two weeks ago 
in a hijacking over Greece. 

Lebanese Shi'ite leader Nabih 
Bern, who is negotiating the rel- 
ease of the Americans, has dose 
ties to the Detroit Shfites. He has 
visited them frequently and his 
former wife add six children live in 
nearby Dearborn. 

Mr. Fawaz said he conferred 
with the State Department Wed- 
nesday and was told the U.S. opp- 
osed outside participation in neg- 
otiations but would not try to 
block die tip. 


“They (U.S. offiaals) just said 
‘good luck .. (and) do what you 
can’." Mr. Fawaz said. 

He did not say bow many com- 
munity leaders would go. 

All arrives in Israel 

Meanwhile, former world hea- 
vyweight boxing champion Moh- 
ammad Ali arrived in Israel Thu- 
rsday to seek the release of 735 
Lebanese detainees whose fre- 
edom has been demanded by the 
captors of the American hostages 
in Beirut. 

“I am here in the name of God. 
the Most Merciful and Com- 
passionate” Ali. a convert to 
Islam, told reporters. 

- “I wish peace for all the inh- 
abitants of Israel,” he said. “I am 
here to discuss the release and the 
plight of 700 Muslim brothers of 
mine who are detained here in Isr- 
ael." 

Asked if he was also concerned 
with the release of the 39 Ame- 
rican hostages in Beirut, Ali said " 
Fra not here for that problem." 

‘ Israeli newspapers had reported 
.that Ali sought a mediation role in 
efforts to free the Beirut captives. 


HELSINKI (R) — Finland Thu- 
rsday defended the role of its tro- 
ops serving with the United Nat- 
ions in southern Lebanon, saying 
they acted correctly in an incident 
in which 21 of them spent a week 
as hostages of on Israeli-backed 
militia. 

An official statement declared: 
“The Finnish U.N. battalion has 
acted strictly according to the sta- 
ndard operating procedures of 
UNIFIL (the UJ9. Interim Force 
In Lebanon) in the situation which 
led to the hostage incident.” 


The government neither adm- 
itted nor denied a report in an Isr- 
aeli newspaper that Finnish UNI- 
FIL troops staged a mock attack in 
helping 11 militiamen of the 
“South Lebanese Army (SLA)" 
defect. 

The Jerusalem Post said Wed- 
nesday the Finns shot over the 
heads of the SLA members, then 
captured and disarmed them. 

Thursday's statement said Fin- 
land “has been informed of all 
details during the publishing of the 
final report of the U.N. board of 
inquiry has been delayed. 


Britain gives Syrian diplomat 
two weeks to leave country 


LONDON (R) — A Syrian dip- 
lomat who upset Britain’s f^ueen 
Elizabeth by ignoring a court 
order to quit his London flat is to 
be expelled, the Foreign Office 
said Thursday. 

Minister of State Richard Luce 
made the request at a meeting 
with the Syrian ambassador, emp- 
hasising that the dispute was not 
with his government but with 
Ahmad Walid Rajab, a counsellor 
at the embassy, a spokesman said. 
He has been given two weeks to 
leave. 

Mr. Rajab claimed diplomatic 
immunity to defy the court order 
and remain in the West London 


flat, which he rented for six 
months in 1982. 

The family which owned the flat 
enlisted the queen's help and Mr. 
Rajab was subsequently told to 
quit the flat or the country. 

Although Mr. Rajab responded 
‘to the ultimatum, by moving out of 
the flat earlier this month, the 
government said it still wanted 
Syria to withdraw him. Syria has. 
failed to respond. 

The Foreign Office said Mr» 
Rajab abused his diplomatic pn- 
vilege, a sensitive issue in Britain 
since a policewoman was killed by 
shots fired from the Libyan emb- 
assy here last year. 


Former CLA official links TWA hijack to Syria, Iran 


WASHINGTON (Rj—Syna a£d 
Iran should be held responsible by 
the United States for the con- 
tinued captivity of 39 American 
hostages in Beirut, according to 
the authors of a report on “state- 
sponsored terrorism". 

“The whole group is in a way 
held hostage by forces in (Leb- 
anon's) Bekaa Valley" which is 
occupied by Syrian forces, said 
Ray Cline, a former deputy dir- 
ector at the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA). 

“There is a state element in the 
incident,” Mr. Cline told a news 
conference Thursday called to 
launch his report on “state- 
sponsored terrorism" undertaken 
with Yonah Alexander at the req- 
uest of the U.S. array. 

But while Mr. Cline said Syria 


[ and Iran ftoth hajd links to the mil- 
itant Amal Shi'ite faction Hez- 
bollah (Party of God), which was 
said to be behind the June 14 hij- 
acking, he believed it was in 
Syria’s interest to help end the cri- 
sis now. 

“Syria fears that President Rea- 
gan ... might re-imerveoe — at 
least temporarily — with a mil- 
itary force in Lebanon." he said. 
“That would be a setback for 
Syria, which clearly wants to con- 
trol Lebanon." 

Mr. Reagan withdrew U.S. for- 
ces from Lebanon after a bomb 
attack in October 1983 killed 
more than 240 servicemen. 

Mr. Cline said he hoped the pre- 
sident’s handling of the crisis was 
the "correct mix of carrot and 
stick" — flexibility of approach 


backed by an implicit threat of 
force. 

“Syria and possibly Iran, and 
maybe Libya — the other wild 
• card in state-sponsored terrorism

Mr. Cline said he was confident 
the hostages would be released in 
“a fairly short time unless the sit- 
uation deteriorated." 

Libya lodges protest 

Meanwhile, Libya has written 
to U.N. Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar to protest at U.S. 
statements it says accuse it of hel- 
ping the hijackers of the Trans 
Worid Airline (TWA) plane. 

The Libyan news agency JANA 


sajd the messaee was sent by For- 
eign Minister Ali Abdul Salam Al 
Tureiki who requested it be cir- 
culated to U.N. members. 

Mr. Tureiki said White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes made a 
statement Wednesday “claiming 
that the Jamahiriyah (Libya), 
Syria and Iran were helping the 
hijackers of the A raerican plane” . 
This was contrary to U.N. pri- 
nciples. he said. 

Mr. Tureiki said Libya con- 
demned all terrorism, includin'; 
the June 14 hijacking of TWA jet. 

“The American administration 
may be involved jointly with (the 
Lebanese Shiite Muslim) Amal 
movement terrorist elements as a 
pretext to strike at countries which 
do not succumb to U.S. will,” Mr. 
Tureiki wrote.

Work on national cancer centre 


expected to start next year I §rde 


AMMAN (Petra) — Work on the 
tint stage of the A1 Amal (hope) 
centre for the treatment of cancer 
will start next year, following the 
completion of all the necessary 
plans. President of the General 
Union of Volumaiy Societies 
(GUVS) Abdullah A1 Khatib 
announced Friday. 

Addressing a gathering and 
special ceremony held Friday to 
thank students who took part in 
the “knock the door” campaign to 
raise funds towards the est- 
ablishment of the centre. Dr. Kha- 
tib said that deaths as a result of 
cancer rank second to deaths res- 
ulting from road accidents in Jor- 
dan. 

Speaking about the outcome of 
the fond raising campaign, he said 
that the campaign raised app- 
roximately JD 50,000 in cash con- 
tributions, a figure which is exp- 
ected to higher following the rec- 
eipt of other contributions from 
companies, institutions, and banks 
who have been approached by col- 
lection teams as part of the cam- 
paign. 

The cost for the first stage of the 
centre is expected to cost JD one 
million, a target which wall be ach- 


ieved through fund-raising cam- 
paigns, holding football matches 
in various parts of the Kingdom 
and artistic parties, in which Arab 
and international artists will take 
part. Dr. Khatib said. This is in 
addition to money raised through 
special issues of lottery tickets, he 
added. 

The centre. Dr. Khatib con- 
tinued aims to provide com- 
prehensive services to cancer pat- 
ients in Jordan in terms of dia- 
gnosis and treatment in addition 
to providing material, moral and 
social support for these patients. 
The centre will also provide the 
necessary statistics ana records on 
tiie types of cancer in Jordan and 
its geographical and demographic 
distribution. The centre will later 
run educational programmes to 
increase awareness about cancer, 
he added. 

The national task force. Dr. 
Khatib said, is currently in the 
process of establishing contacts 
with a number of Arab countries 
to explain the need to establish the 
centre. The team will also explore 
the possibility of some Arab cou- 
ntries contributing towards the 
cost of the centre. Dr. Khatib con- 
cluded.

First Deputy Prime Minister 
Tab a Yassin Ramadan told a news 
conference in Cairo on Wed- 
nesday: “It is a terrorist acL.. our 
position towards international ter- 
rorism is well known. All cou- 
ntries should cooperate to stop 
such acts.” 

Mr. Ramadan, who was con- 
cluding a three-day official visit to 
Egypt, said foe United States sho- 
uld not intervene militarily to res- 
cue the hostages. “Instead, the 
United States should do som- 
ething about... Syria which is beh- 
ind such an act,” he added. 

He accused Syria, Libya and 
Iran, Iraq's enemy in foe Gulf war, 
of forming an axis to “encourage 
international terrorism.”

Mr. Wazrr, who described the 
report as “inaccurate,” told the 
Jordan Times that “such reports 
aim at .evoking sensitivities bet- 
ween the PLO and Jordan.” 

In general, PLO officials in 
Amman tend to avoid discussing 
matters pertaining to the PLO's 
presence in Jordan with the press 
since they consider “it an int- 
ervention in Jordan's internal aff- 
airs”. 

PLO officials here did not dis-. 
dose whether any issue con- 
cerning the PLO’s presence in 
Jordan was discussed during Fri- 
day’s Arafat- Rifai meeting but 
said foat foe PLO was keen on 
maintaining a “high level of und- 
erstanding' with the Jordanian 
government, particularly on such 

issues.” 

Palestinian observers here bel- 
ieve foat foe results of Mr. Ara- 
fat’s talks with Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein were also dis- 
cussed. 

Mr. Arafat’s talks in Baghdad, 
according to PLO officials in 
Amman, focused on efforts to 
convene an extraordinary Arab 
Summit IO discuss foe Pales tinian 
question. 

Upon his arrival in Amman 
Thursday Mr. Arafat described his 
talks with President Hussein as 
“positive and fruitful.'' He told 


reporters that bis talks covered 
“conditions of the Palestinian 
people under Israeli occupation, 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian action 
and efforts to convene an ext- 
raordinary summit and the topics 
to be discussed at such a summit.” 

PLO leaders envisage foat the 
extraordinary summit session 
would focus on “Syrian com- 
plicity'’ in foe 34-day siege which 
was launched by the Amal Shfite 
militia against three Palestinian 
refugee camps in Beirut They also 
consider a ceasefire agreement 
readied by a Syria-based opp- 
osition Palestinian coalition and 
Amal as illegitimate. 

Mr. Arafat also told reporters in 
Amman foat he thanked the Iraqi 
president for his “committed att- 
itude towards foe Palestinian 
cause and Iraq's honourable sta- 
nce during foe aggression against 
foe camps.” 

Palestinian officials here said 
foat Mr. Arafat’s visit to Baghdad 
was 4 ’successful 1 * but did not say if 
his talks with foe Iraqi president 
had enhanced the chances of con- 
vening foe extraordinary summit, 
called for by King Hassan of Mor- 
occo earlier this month.

Closure of Ruseifa mine due 
to market slump, Azar says

AMMAN — Jordan Phosphate Mines Company 
(JPMC) Director General Wasef Azar Friday ref- 
uted rumours that the Ruseifa mine production line 
was to cease functioning for the coming four years 
due to poor quality phosphates found at the site. Mr. 
Azar explained that a two-month close down of the 
mine is due to variable changes in international 
markets, supply and demand fluctuations as well as 
phosphate storage capacity. 


In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Azar said that the 
company occasionally deems it 
necessary to suspend operations at 
one of its sites in' certain cases 
which would benefit foe JPMG 

Mr. Azar emphasised that Rus- 
eifa’s close down, which he said 
was temporary, did not result in 
sacking any of foe mine's lab- 
ourers but that workers at the 
mine have been transferred to 

other JPMC mines. 

The Ruseifa mines, where pho- 
sphates were first exploited in 
1 953, were reported to have cea- 
sed operations two months ago. 
No explanation had been given for 

CAEU opens 
meetings on 
Arab economic 
action today 

AMMAN (Petra) — The world 
economic situation and its effect 
on Arab development as well as 
the proposed U.S.-Israeli free 
trade zone will top the agenda of 
foe 43rd session of the Council of 
Arab Economic Unity (CAEU), 
scheduled to open here today. 

CAEU Secretary General 
Mahdi Obeidi, in a statement to 
foe Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, expressed his hope that the 
council will reach new resolutions 
which would push forward joint 
Arab economic action" and Arab 
economic integration. 

The session, to be held the level 
of Arab finance and commerce 
ministers or foeir deputies, will 
discuss a report by foe CAEU sec- 
retary general on the current 
world economic crisis and its eff- 
ect on Arab development in order 
to formulate decisions regarding 
collective Arab measures which 
should be taken to face this crisis. 
Mr. Obeidi added.

In response to a question on 
how long the close down would 
continue, Mr. Azar said that foe 
re-opening depends mainly on the 
market situation. He suggested 
that it would not take long before 
foe mines start operating again. 

New projects 

The JPMC has finalised setting 
up foe first phase of a new ext- 
raction project in the vicinity of 
the old mine in Ruseifa,' Mr. Azar 
continued. He added foat the next ’ 
phase of foe new system is to be 


submitted to a special panel in 
order to determine foe feasibility 
of the process at Ruseifa. Mr. 
Azar said foat experiments, vhich 
are part of foe study aiming to 
yield higher quality phosphates in 
accordance with foe demands of 
international markets. The study 
will be evaluated in order to obt- 
ain foe best way of implementing 
the extraction process before the 
end of 1985, he added. 

Another phosphate mining pro- 
ject is due to be established at Shi- 
diyeh in foe southern region of foe 
Kingdom, Mir. Azar pointed out. 
He said that when the Shidjyeh 
mines are functioning by 1986, foe 
JPMC will then be operating in 
four mining areas. Ruseifa, 15 kil- 
ometres northeast of Amman, A1 
Abiyad, some 115 kilometres 
south of foe capital and El-Hasa, 
136 kfloraetres south of Amman. 

Commenting on foe production 
line at the JPMC, Mr. Azar said 
foat foe JPMCs production of' 
phosphate in 1984 reached a rec- 
ord of 6.26 m3 lion tonnes, com- 
pared to production in 1974 which 
registered 1.6 million tonnes. He 
also said foat Jordan exported 
4.69 million tonnes to more than 
35 countries all over the world 
during 1984. 


JEA announces international 
tenders to light main roads 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordan 
Electricity Authority (JEA) has 
announced international tenders 
for supplying electric lights on 
main highways and roads in 
Amman and will refer tenders to 
the winniito bidders before the 
end of 1985, according to an ann- 
ouncement issued Thursday. 

The announcement was made 
by engineer Rebhi A1 Hamid, dir- 
ector of a project for lighting 
Amman roads. He said that foe 
tenders are for lighting foe hig- 
hway linking the (Jueen Alia Int- 


ernationa! Airport with the Sev- 
enth and Eighth Circles in Jabal 
Amman, the Amman-Zarqa hig- 
hway from Sports City to foe app- 
roaches of Zarqa and foe Uni- 
versity of Jordan road to Sweileh 
and from Sweileh to the Eighth 
Circle. These roads have a total 
length of SO kilometres, he said. 

The project, due to be com- 
pleted by the end of 1986, entails 
supplying the required equ- 
ipment, laying the distribution 
networks, building the tra- 
nsformer stations and laying the 
electricity cables, Mr. Hamid said. 


Khatib calls for private sector 
involvement in tourism projects 


AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Information, Culture, Tourism 
and Antiquities Mohammad A1 
Khatib Thursday stressed the 
importance of developing touristic 
and archaeological sites to pro- 
mote both domestic and int- 
ernational tourism. 

Mr. Khatib, who presided over 
a meeting of foe Tourism Aut- 


hority’s board of directors, also 
stressed toe importance of inv- 
olving the private sector in pro- 
jects to revive tourism in view of 
foe important role foissectorplays 
in supporting tourism at the focal, 
regional and international levels.

Police search for confidence trickster 
after wholesale swindle, fraud case 


Arafat leaves after talks

AMMAN — Amman police are 
hunting for a confidence trickster 
who used a novel method of swi- 
ndling a wholesaler by issuing a 
dud cheque as payment for a 
well-known brand of beer and sel- 
ling the beer at cheaper prices 
than foe wholesaler. 

The case came to light when the 
wholesaler, who accepted foe JD 
576 cheque drawn on a bank in 
Sahab for payment after 30 days 
from the date. of issue, wanted to 
ensure foe financial credibility of 
the buyer and sent it to foe blank 
for a routine inquiry. However, he 
bad already delivered 100 cartons 
of the beer to the swindler. 

The manager of foe bank inf- 
ormed the wholesaler foat foe 
account holder is “one of the most 
crooked swindlers" and was 
“wanted in connection with a 
number of similar Cases,” said foe. 
wholesaler, who preferred to rem- ' 
ain anonymous. “We approached 
the authorities and obtained an 
arrest warrant for foe con man,” 
who has reportedly been on the 
run for foe last 10 days, he said. 

The wholesaler also launched 
inquiries on his own and managed 
to come up with the name of a 
wealthy beauty salon owner, who, 
he was told, was “foe kingpin of 
the racket." 

Further inquiries revealed foat 
the con ring was involved in a 


number of similar swindles, 
which begin by one of its members 
approaching businessmen and 
buying goods in return for post- 
dated dieques, foe wholesaler 
said. From there, the goods are 
freely sold in foe market at wha- 
tever prices they can fetch before 
the seller sends the cheque to the 
bank for realisation and finds it 
being returned unhonoured, acc- 
ording to the wholesaler. 

Once foe cheque is returned it 
becomes foe “headache” of foe 
seller to locate the swindler, who, 
by then, would have vanished wit- 
hout trace. Evea foe banks cannot 
help much in tracing him, for foe 
simple reason foat the addresses 
given to them are fictitious and 
the account holder would have 
made not more than two app- 
earances at foe bank — once to 
open the account and again to col- 
lea the cheque book. 

Ultimately, the victim of foe 
swindle goes to court and then foe 
legal proceedings begin. In past 
years, police have caught up with a 
number of similar con men, but 
the victims of foe game, in most 
cases, were unable to collect any 
compensation, as the accused had 
no liquid or solid assets to foeir 
name. 

In the latest case, the who- 
lesaler, in foe course of his own 
“investigation," came across a 
swindler with whom he had a pre- 
vious experience of a similar nat- 
ure. “He pleaded innocence in this 


case, and, when I threatened to 
approach police with his name, he 
gave me foe name of foe salon 
owner as one of those closely inv- 
olved in foe swindle,” the who- 
lesaler said. 

“Apparently, (foe salon owner) 
was informed by someone foat we 
were very active in foDowing up 
foe lead and the next thing we 
knew was that he came to us and 
offered to settle the case,” the bus- 
inessman said. 

“He issued us a cheque for JD 
600 — the extra JD 24 to cover 
our legal expenses — and has 
promised foat it will not he dis- 
honoured.” foe wholesaler told 
foe Jordan Times on Thursday. 
“Even if foe cheque is dis- 
honoured, he has undertaken to 
pay us foe money in cash in two or 
three days.” 

“This time we have foe adv- 
antage of knowing foat foe issuer 
of the cheque has a beauty salon 
and owns a house in Amman sub- 
urbs,” foe wholesaler added. 

In the meantime, foe man who 
issued foe origin a] cheque remains 
at large after collecting some JD 
400 for the beer. "We sold him foe 

beer at JD 5.760 per case, which is 

foe best price we offer to bulk 
buyers, and he resold it for JD 
4.000 a case,” according to our 
inquiries, foe wholesaler said 
“The beer has a good reputation 
in foe market and is fast-selling 
and most buyers took advantage 
of foe lower price offered by foe 
swindler ” he said. 


Dentists review amendments to JDA law

AMMAN — The General Ass- 
embly of foe Jordan Dental Ass- 
ociation (JDA) has been rev- 
iewing its budget and holding dis- 
cussions on foe adjustment of foe 
association's laws and regulations. 

The most relevant regulation 
under discussion. Dr. Walid Mar- 
aka, president of foe association, 
told foe Jordan Times, is foe est- 
ablishment of a cooperative fund 
within foe association itself which 
mil include dental fees paid by 
companies and firms in both foe 
private and public sector for foe 
dental health erf foeir employees. 

Dr. Maraka said that, while 
most firms and companies usually 
meet foe treatment bills of foeir 


employees, these are usually ben- 
efitting only a few dentists. Thr- 
ough foe establishment of this 
fund, foe companies will now pay 
the association instead of the den- 
tist. Seventy percent of the fee will 
then be given to the treating den- 
tist, 25 percent mil be distributed 
to all participating demists, and 
foe remaining five percent will be 
kept in the fund in order to meet, 
foe expenses involved in such tra- 
nsactions. 

This regulation was ^proved at 
a JDA meeting last month by foe 
participating members of foe ass- 
ociation, but a committee was est- 
ablished to further such dis- 
cussions and formulate them in 
order to present them to foe Min- 
istry of Health. “If such a reg- 
ulation passes through all foe legal 


steps, it win then be applied”, Dr. 
Maraka said. 

Another regulation under dis- 
cussion concerns pension salaries 
for dentists. The association dec- 
ided to raise such salaries to JD 
120 per month, but the council 
was also asked to do a financial 
study with experts in foe country 
to discuss foe possibilities to raise 
it even more. 

Dr. Maraka said foat another 
important decision taken by foe 
General Assembly was foe ins- 
titution of an election day for foe 
association which will occur sep- 
arately from other meetings. He 
said the Jordan Medical Ass- 
ociation already follows such a 
plan. The JDA will have its first 
separate election day in 1986, he 
concluded.

DESPITE A military occupation 
that does its best to squeeze th» 
last breath of enterprise out of its 
subjects, the Arab Development 
Society (ADS), near Jericho, is 
proof that a tenacious will and a 
bit of money can overcome such 
adversify. 

Brainchild of a distinguished 
Palestinian, Musa Alarm, who 
died last year, the fortunes of the 
ADS since its foundation in 1949 
have closely mirrored dev- 
elopments in the overall situation 
in the now occupied territories. 
Bom in 1897. only a year after the 
first Zionist Congress in Basle, 
Musa A lam? grew up in the Old 
Gty of Jerusalem, graduated in 
iaw from Cambridge University, 
Jose to government advocate in 
the pre-1948 Palestine gov- 
ernment, and was the sole rep- 
resentative for Palestine at the 
Alexandria * conference of 1944 


which led to the setting up of the. 
Arab League. His politics were 
practical, and his driving ambition 
after 1 948 was to find ways to help 
his fellow Palestinians stay on 
heir land, particularly those who, 
after 1948, had flooded into the 
West Bank refugee camps. 

His vision is just as important to 
Palestinians today. Musa Alami 
believed that the strongest card in 
the hands of the Palestinians was 
die very fact of their continued 
presence in what was left of Pal- 
estine. In 1949, on behalf of the 
ADS, Mr. Alami submitted a 
memo to the United Nations out- 
lining ways in which Half a million 
refugees could be settled within 
the boundaries of the West B ank. 1 
In the space of only three years he 
had, through his own initiative, 
provided the precedent for future 
•development. With a few faithful 
friends, he took over a 5,000-acre 
tract of barren wasteland near Jer- 
icho, only three utiles west of foe 


Jordan River, and seven miles 
north of the Dead Sea. 

Proving all the experts wrong, 
he found water after five months 
of digging with only the most rud- 
imentary tools, and started to cul- 
tivate the land. If ever anyone 
“made the desert bloom”, it was 
Musa Alami. In a short time the 
ADS was producing an ast- 
onishing variety of fruit, veg- 
etables and fodder crops, a dairy 
farm and a poultry form had been 
started, and a school and voc- 
ational training centre for refugee 
orphans had opened. Standards 
were exceptionally high; form 
produce was sold throughout the 
Middle East and was renown for 
its quality, while boys left tire pro- 
ejetwith aacade m ic qualifications 
that led them to gainplaces at for- 
eign universities. The area sur- 
rounding Jericho soon began to 
witness the sprouting of other 
small farms inching their way out ’ 


Into the arid and salt-encrusted 
terrain. But all that had been ach- 
ieved was destroyed, overnight 
during the 1967 war. Occupied by 
an Israeli battalion and shelled by 
the Jordanian army , the ADS was 
left in tatters. 

Musa Alami refused to give up. 
Gradually the ADS was put back 
on its feet, but those who knew it 
in the last 17 years of Aland’s life 
could never say it fully recovered. 
However, only a year after his 
death, the ADS is now showing 
signs at a new lease of life. Under 
the guidance and sponsorship- of 
tins Swedish Save the Children 
Fund and the Norwegian Refugee 
Council, the dock is being turned 
bade to prove what can be done 
despite the military occupation. 
Although it may yet be premature 
to talk of a complete return to the 
pre-1967 stature of the project, 
The potential Aland discovered is 
there again, providing a leading 
example to others in the West 


Bank. 

Farm 'manager Love Almquist 
modestly admits foatin theyearof 
new. management, “we are very 
pleased with the results so fax”. 
Dairy production has been raised 
by 300 per cent, the poultry farm 
is expecting a rise in production of 
500 per cent and land has been 
returned to cultivation. Pal- 
estinians who are too young to 
recall the former success of the 
project greet news, of its rej- 
uvenation with excitement The 
new-found success of the project 
may mean renewed problems with 
die military authorities but the 
Swedish consul, Mr. Arnold Hje- 
ttstrom, who has been closely inv- 
olved - with' the recent dev- 
elopments, told the ADS annual 
general meeting earlier this 
month, “we have had no problems 
m the last year and we shall not 
allow anything to undermine what 
has been achieved”. 

The revival of the project comes 


at a time when Palestinian formers 
in the Jordan Valley have been 
demonstratin g a dramatic increase 
in production which has attracted t 

large orders from abroad. Mea- L 
awhile Israeli colonisation in the 
Valley is at a low ebb, having lev- 
eDed out at only 2,450 settlers. 
However great the enticements, 
the area has failed to attract new 
immigr ants. Between 1983-4, alt- 
hough the number of settlements 
grew from 21 to 25, the settler 
population dropped, and this year, 
not for die first time, they are hav- 
ing fo be bailed out fo the tune of 
$75m by die Jewish Agency. 

Allhough for farmers in the Val- 
ley and for the AD5, many of the 
problems of military occupation 
do appear insurmountable, recent 
evidence suggests that in contrast «- 
to the situation in the highlands, 
Palestinians in- the Valley are str- 
engthening their roots on the land 
— Middle East International.

Carrington’s first year in office gives NATO a new style

BRUSSELS — A year ago, the 
NATO secretary-general’s pri- 
vate office was adorned with pho- 
, tographs of warplanes and mis- 
siles. Today Victorian mas- 
terpieces decorate the walls. 

In the 12 months since he took 
over from veteran Dutchman Jos- 
eph Luns, former British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington has 
brought a new style to NATO 
headquarters. 

He has tried to project a dif- 
ferent public image of the alliance 
and even inspired some of the 
NATO staff to work voluntary 
overtime. 

Put simply, he has sought to rea- 
ssert the primacy of the political 
over the military in the Atlantic 
alliance and given a new priority 
to shoring up “West- West” 
U.S. -European relations. 

A week before Lord Caning ton 


took office last June 25, the U.S. 
senate narrowly defeated a move 
by Democratic Senator Sam Nunn 
that called for the withdrawal of 
90.000 troops from Europe unless 
the European allies did more for 
conventional defence. 

- The new NATO leader took up 
Sen. Nunn’s challenge and per- 
suaded allied defence minis tets to 
double joint funding for vital mil- 
itary ground facilities and agree to 
remedy shortages of key mon- 
itions, enabling allied forces to 
sustain themselves longer in com- 
bat. 

Acknowledging the imp- 
rovement, Sen. Nunn had the 
Senate pass a very d efferent kind 
of amendment on NATO affairs 
this year. 

Instead of threatening a pullout, 
it set aside $200 million in U.S. 
funds to help finance cooperative 
arms development projects with- 
NATO allies, a key Carrington 
objective. 


The 66-year-old peer says the 
launching of a drive for a long- 
term improvement in NATO’s 
conventional defences has been 
the high point of his first year in 
Brussels. 

In an anniversary interview with 
Reuters, he. said: ‘There’s no 
doubt that there was the beginning 
of a feeling in die United States 
that Europe wasn’t really taking it 
seriously. 

“I think that we have managed 
in this last year for the time being 
— I don’t know how long it will 
last — to convince Congress that 
really we do mean business. But 
it’s only the be ginning and we've 
got to press on and do more.” 

The other milestone he singled 
out was the deployment on sch- 
edule of U.S. cruise medium- 
range nuclear missiles in Belgium 
last March after much wavering. 

The first cruise and Pershing- 2 
missiles arrived in West Germany. 
Italy and Britain in late 1983 amid 


unprecedented mass protests. 

Allied cohesion over the mis- 
siles bad also taught a lesson to 
Soviet leaders “who really threw 
the book at U.S. ... and didn’tsne- 
oeed” 

Lord Carrington has tried to 
play a part in calming public anx- 
iety, particularly in Europe, about 
nuclear weapons. 

"“Whereas Mr. Luns used to de- 
miss the anti-nudear movement 
as Soviet-inspired, his -successor 
has met some of its leaders and 
debated with them. 

In nearly every speech he 
makes the case for NATO ret- 
aining a credible nndear det- 
errent, bat he also argues that str- 
onger conventional forces would 
reduce the West's reliance on the 
early use of nudear weapons. 

Lord Carrington also rec- 
ognises the limits of his ach- 
ievements. 

Conventional force imp- 


rovements will cost more money, 
which is in short supply, and nuc- 
lear-deterrence can only be sus- 
tained if the fractured defence 
consensus in northern Europe is 
rebuilt before Socialist gov- 
ernments return to power. 

Among his anxieties. Lord Car- 
rington listed Greek-Tuikisb rel- 
ations, uncertainty in next year’s 
Spanish referendum cm continued 
NATO membership and the deb- 
ate over President Reagan's Str- 
ategic Defence Initiative (SDI). 

Probably the toughest challenge 
facing tiie secretary-general in the 

next three years will be to keep the 

alliance relatively united over the 
“Star Wars” programme. 

Not all the allies support die 
US. effort to devise a space-based 
defence against nodear missiles, 
and fewer than half seem likely to 
participate. 

Privately sceptical of the swe- 
eping claims of SDTs proponents. 


Lord Carrington has tried to build 
a consensus m NATO for the pro- 
position that since Moscow is 
doing research in this field, it is. 
prudent for the United States to 
do so. 

That line may hold for a year or 
so, bot many allied officials are 
increasingly fearful of the longer- 
term consequences of “Star 
Wars” for strategic stability and 
deterrence in Europe. 

Lord Carrington said: “The 
Europeans have to be careful not 
to criticise the Americans for wan- 
ting to do it and the Americans 
have to be careful not to criticise 
the Europeans for having leg- 
itimate worries about the con- 
sequences of it" 

He evaded more detailed que- 
stions about SDI with the pat- 
rician humour which is his hal- 
lmark, jolting: “you know science 
was Invented after I left school.”

Uruguay: The first 100 days of civil rule 

Uruguay claims to have learnt the lessons of Argentina and is moving 
forward with its feet firmly on the ground. But, says Jimmy Boms, the 
. future of die country's nascent democracy will depend less on good 
intentions than on international factors. 


MONTEVIDEO — ' As Uru- 
guay's new democratic president 
Julio Sanguinetti, marks bis first 
100 days in power, he can well 
afford a measure of seif sat- 
isfaction: the euphoria which gre- 
eted the end of 1 1 years of military 
rule last March does not appear to 
have turned into disillusionment. 

This small South American 
country has always boasted of its 
democratic traditions; the holding 
of elections last November was 
widely applauded locally as a res- 
tored collective right after an int- 
erlude of military government ’ 

Mr. Sanguinetti has managed to 
sustain this spirit by opting for 
consensus politics. But be has 
held back from creating false exp- 
ectations that the country's bur- 
densome inheritance can be res- 
olved overnight. On both counts 
he has gained the reputation erf* 
proving to be someth ing of a mav- 
erick among the presidents of. 
Latin America's southern cone. 

“We’ve learnt the lesson of 
Argentina. It is best to move with 
one's feet firmly on the ground," 
said Mr. Enrique Tango, Uru- 
guay’s deputy president. 

The lesson has been perhaps no 
better learnt than oa the economic 
front. Mr. Sanguinettfs gov- 
ernment has acted with little of the 
indecision and ad hoc mannerisms 
which characterised the first 
months of Mr. Raul Alfonsin's 
Argentine administration. 

The priority status which the 
president attached to foe cou- 
ntry’s economic problems was 
underlined in his choice of 46- 
y ear-old Ricardo Zerbino as fin- 
ance minister. An economist with 
a tong-ranning experience in ind- 
ustry and agriculture, Mr. Zerbino 
took on the job with a large degree 
of international and domestic 


>rL- his ajmomtment imm- 
itely injected the government 
with a .strung dose erf credibility, 
and this has been maintain erf lar- 
gely during his three months in off- 
ice. 

The government’s economic 
policy has defined itself as a cau- 
tious middle course between the 
strict monetarism of the former 
military regime and the kind erf 
populist policies favoured by foe 
country’s left wing. “No economic 
policy has been successfully imp- 
lemented without regard for its 
political and social con- 
sequences,” says Mr. Zerbino. 

in practice this has involved a 
series of trade-offs. Businessmen 
and farmers have been offered a 
refinancing erf domestic debts and 
export-onentated subsidies in 
return for a measure of control on 
prices. The unions have been 
promised a reorientation of gov- 
ernment spending away from def- 
ence and towards education, hea- 
lth and bousing, and increased 
health taxes in return for the acc- 
eptance of a more restrictive 
;es policy. 

‘"te government has insisted 
that wage increases cannot be in 
excess of productivity if it is to 
maintain this year’s inflation m 
double figures — an achievement 
in a region where inflation of more 
than 300 per cent is the norm. 

On the external front, where 
Mr. Zerbino has got down quickly 
to a dialogue with both the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and commercial bankers, the Str- 
ategy stems in part from an awa- 
reness of Uruguay's own lim- 
itations as a small nation. The 
country is not self sufficient in 
energy and its $4.7 billion foreign 
debt, although among foe highest 
in per capita terms, is not the kind

which can be used to rattle Wall 
Street. 

Nevertheless Mr. Zerbino gen- 
uinely believes that moderation, 
backed by firm economic polities, 
stands foe better chance erf ens- 
uring agreater understanding by 
foe IMF and longer repayment 
schedules. He said Uruguay’s lea- 
ding commercial creditors agreed 
in December to defer until June 
30 some $120 million in principal 
payments falling due in foe first 
half of this year. Mr. Zerbino, in 
foe meantime, has kept current 
with interest payments as they 
have fallen due despite foe con- 
straints this had had on the dom- 
estic economy. . 

The government, however, 
appears to he aware that its room 
for manoeuvre domestically could 
narrow in the co ming months unl- 
ess the IMF shows a measure of 
flexfoflity. “We have reached the 
limit of adjustment with our own 
resources," said Mr. Zerbino. 

After seeing average wage lev- 
els fall in real terms tty 27 per cent 
over the last four years, and une- 
mployment reach record levels erf 
more than 15 per cent, the unions 
are finding it difficult to absorb 
further austerity. A general strike 
in April was narrowly averted but 
there have been stoppages in most 
sectors of the economy ever since 
Mr. Sanguinetti took over. 

The fact that foe unions so far 
have held back from an outright 
confrontation with the gov- 
ernment springs from an apparent 
awareness on foe part of some 
union leaders, which is shared by 
foe parliamentary opposition, that 
they would have the most to lose 
politically if the present dialogue 
were to break down.. The gov- 
ern meat has issued veiled war- 
nings that it is quite prepared to 
hold a referendum on its policies, 
and seems reasonably confident 
that it would win based on recent 
opinion polls. 

. Ultimately, foe future of Uru- 


guay’s nascent democracy wfll 
depend less on good intentions 
than on international factors. 
Despite an aggressive trade jpolicy 
aimed at boosting its traditional 
exports erf meat and textiles, foe 
prospects erf growth will be limited 
if there is a fresh downturn in foe 
work! economy and protectionism 
persists. 

Nearer to its own borders, any 
sudden interruption of the dem- 
ocratic process either in Brazil or. 
Argentina would have an imm- 
ediate domino effect, despite 
Uruguay’s democratic traditions. 
It still has a military operating 
under the illusion that the nation 
owes (hem a favour for handing 
over power peacefully. 

Not only did foe Uruguayan 
armed forces stamp out the Tup- 
amaro guerrillas in the 1970s wit- 
hout resorting to foe genocide erf 
their Argentine counterparts, but 
they never embarked on a rafl- 
itanst adventure such as the Fal- 
kiands war. 

This explains why the San- 
guinetti government has acted 
with considerably more deference 
towards foe country’s armed for- 
ces than Mr. Aifonsin has done 
with the Argentine military. Uru- 
guay has not imposed a sweeping 
purge of the high command and 
has avoided any detailed que-'J 
shooing in public of foe military's* 
record of torture, limited “dis- 
appearances", and financial cor-, 
raption. 

President Sanguinetti has also 
opted for a gradual, rather than 
immediate, reduction in defence 
expenditure. Nevertheless, Gen-.| 
era! Hugo Medina, the army chief, 
still felt foe need to mark Army 
Day recently with a atticism of the 
attacks which sectors of the opp- 
osition have made on the “moral 
integrity” of the armed forces.

SYDNEY — Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke has taken the biggest risk 
of his political career by att- 
empting a radical reform of Aus- 
tralia’s outdated tax system. 

His gamble at a time when his 
labour government's popularity is 
at its lowest since it took office in 
early 1983 follows a dramatic 
unshackling of foe finance and 
banking sectors. 

This liberalisation, which inc- 
luded foe floating of the local dol- 
lar and the entty of foreign banks, 
was almost universally welcomed 
by business and industry. 

But Mr. Hawke quickly found 
that foe proposed destruction of 
foe existing tax order had tri- 
ggered a heated response from 
almost everyone at some aspect 
of the changes. 

The package, contained in an 
official report released this month, 
includes a controversial 12.5 per 
cent retail sales tax, a limited cap- 
ital gams tax and a crackdown on 
fringe benefits. 

The government argues foe 
proposed shift towards indirect 
taxation means a broader-based, 
more efficient and fairer system, 
particularly in beating tax avo- 
idance and evasion. 

The changes would be tem- 
pered by hefty personal income 
tax cuts of up to 50 percent giving 
foe average wage earner nearly 10 
US. dollars a week more. 

Tie proposals, described by one 
political analyst as a spectacularly 
risky course, are to form the basis 
for a national conference of bus- 
iness, union and government lea- 
ders on July 1. 

The most radical suggestion — 
the adoption of a 12.5 per cent 
consumption tax — has already 
come under fire from the cou- 
ntry’s unions, a sector whose sup- 
port is vital to Mr. Hawke. 

The broad-based tax includes 
food, exempted from general sales 
taxes in most American states and 
most European countries. 

A telephone poll commissioned 
by two daily newspapers showed 
voters overwhelmingly opposed to 
the tax package wifa opposition 
strongest among manual workers 
and households with low incomes. 

The initial cool response has not 
deterred Mr. Hawke or his Tre- 
asurer Paul Keating, the man beh- 
ind foe plan and who spearheaded* 
'the deregulation of foe banking 
and finance systems. 

The media in general marvelled 
that Mr. Hawke was willing to 
take such a leap into foe economic 
and political unknown. 

“The reason there s such an 
outcry i$ that Australian gov- 
ernments are not supposed to 


behave Eke this and actually pre- 
sent hard options to an electorate 
fed on political fairy floss for so 
long,” a commentator wrote in 
foe Australian. _ 

Mr. Hawke, returned to office 
with a reduced majority last Dec- 
ember, was committed to do som- 
ething about tax reform by. ple- 
dging a so-called tax summit dur- 
ing foe polls campaign. 

A similar economic conference /. 
held soon after he took office was * ' 
instrumental in forging a prices 
and income accord among gov- 
ernment, industry and foe unions 
which has been crucial to the cou- j 
n try’s economic recovery. 

But a number of political adv- 
isers warned him that foe risks 
involved in any tax reform were 
too high and would lose him foe 
next election scheduled for late' 
1987, political sources say. 

Mr. Hawke has not heeded foe 
advice and has instead joined Mr. 
Keating in a campaign to win over 
public opinion to sell foe tax pac- £ 
kage in foe run-up to foe July 1 . 
national conference. 

He admitted in a television int- 
erview there were substantial risks 
for the government and stressed 
that a prerequisite for the tax ref- 
orm was widespread community 
acceptance. 

Few voices have been raised 
over the legitimacy of Mr.* 
Hawke's full-frontal attack on the. 
existing tax order which was seen 
as unfair and complex and in need 
of an overhaul. 

He hopes his ability as a com- 
municator and supersalesman will 
help overcome loud objections ** 
agamst specific proposals like the 
12.5 per cent consumption tax, 
political sources say. 

Mr. Hawke, a master at ach- 
ieving consensus and cooperation 
has support from the opposition 
Ltoeral Party for a retail sales tax, 
a change they had already pro- 
posed themselves. 

But opposition leader Andrew 
Peacock rejected foe proposal for 
a capital gains tax and said foe 
LtaaJpNational Party coalition 
which he heads would not accept 
the packaee as a whole.

WE HAVE been confronted in 
the recent few days with die 
hijacking of an Alin and a 
TWA plane. The hijacking of 
the first resulted in the freeing 
of all passengers and the blo- 
wing up of the plane, and the 
secondfone has, up to the time 
of writing this article, not 
ended yet. 

There are reasons to believe 
that both hijackings were car- 
ried out by people belon g in g to 
the same group. And yet, the 
similarity between the two 
events almost stops there. 

The hijacking of the Alia 
plane was condemned, and rig- 
htly so, in die strongest terms, 
both by the Jordanian gov- 
ernment and the public at 
large. In addition to thr- 
eatening the lives of innocent 
civilians, it has also cost die air- 
line, and Jordan itself, an exp- 
ensive plane bought in hard 
currency. It also 31 -rewarded 
Jordan's efforts at trying to 
keep open a l ink with Lebanon. 

It one takes this incidence 


separately, it is most easy to 
understand why everybody 
condemned it so. There is no 
controversy here, but, take, if 
you will, the TWA hijacking: 
.The reaction to this incident 
has been totally different It is 
fair to say that beyond’ some 
vague generalities there was' 
hardly any dear condemnation 
of the act AD those who' did 
were very careful to qualify 
their statements and link the 
hijacking to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict in general. 

■■ Even though the hijacking' 
was carried out by the same 
group we only condemned last 
week, it is interesting to note, 
.the differences between -die 
Alia and the TWA incidents. 
Are we hesitant to condemn 
the latter act because- it was 
directed against an American 
jplane? Against Americans? Or 
non-Arabs? Are we reluctant 
to speak against it because the 
daman ds of the hijackers this 
time include the release of 
Arabs from Israeli jails? Does 


that make a difference on our 
judgements? 

The question we have to 
-answer, I believe, is whether 
we stand in principle against 
diehijadring of any plane, aga- 
inst die" threatening of any 
lives, or whether we wait and 
see if the results are to our adv- 
antage before we pass jud- 
gement Because if we do, and 
despite all accusations of die 
naivete of this argument, I bel- 
ieve we have serious flaws in 
our concept of morality. 

I once asked the question 
whether it is proper or fair to 
judge die oppressed by the 
same moral criterion as the 
oppressor. It is tine that in sev- 
eral instances, desperate peo- 
ple are pushed to commit des- 
perate acts. It is understood 
that one cannot expect som- 
eone who has been robbed of 
the very meaning of morality to 
practise it. But all that is bes- 
ides the point. Understanding, 
why an act is done does not 
justify condoning it All acts 


have reasons behind them. The 
implicit adoption of the end- 
j us tifies-th e-means approach 
to problems in our minds can 
only compound the problems 
we already face in this part of 
the world. 

We stand shaky on so many 
things. One of the most fun- 
damental is that of our moral 
values. We still find jus- 
tifications any time it is con- 
venient for almost any act, 
good or bad. We have been 
often known to condemn the 
same act or person we used to > 
praise some time ago, and vice 
versa. 

I believe it is time to stand 
firm and decide cm a set of 
moral values to go by. This is 
not an idealistic outburst of 
emotion, but a necessary step, I 
believe, in defining our goals 
and gaining the respect, and 
yes, sometimes the fear, of oth- 
ers. 

One of die strongest arg- 
uments we have used in our 
quest to solve the Palestinian 


problem is that of morality. It is 
of the utmost importance to 
demonstrate to the world in 
action those moral values we 
have preached for so long. 

The Arabs have used the 
moral argu ment ^ a^aiiwt the 

States, so many times. We have 
aigued that the US. has tra- 
ditionally been a hypocrite at 
best in its application of die 
moral values it preaches to 
other countries of the worid. 
The treatment of the Pal- 
estinians in particular versus 
that of the Israelis by the U.S. is 
a shining example of deliberate 
hypocricy. The United States, 
and particularly President 
Reagan, have been short- 
sighted to say the least in con- 
demning only actions taken 
against Americans. This policy 
has had disastrous results on all 
parties in the Middle East, U.S. 
interests included. Indeed, the 
U.S. would be most foolish if it 
is to tnr a rescue operation. But 
if the UJS. is pursuing such stu- 


pid policies, is it not fair to stop 
ana have a look whether we are 
doing the same or not? Are we 
'not also condemning acts aga- 
inst our own institutions and 
people, but turning die other 
way when they are committed 
against others? 

If we are willing to take such 
positions, and claim the Ame- 
ricans, or anybody for that mat- 
ter, brought it upon the- 
mselves, then all the better. 
But then we cannot point fin- 
gers at others and accuse diem 
of practising immorality when 
in a sense we are doing it too. 

It should make no difference 
what the demands of the hij- 
ackers are. Cold as it might 
seem, we should not allow our- 
selves to condone such actions 
even if the demands include the 
release of Arabs from Israeli 
jails. If the hostages were pri- 
soners of war, or even Israeli 
civilians, there might be room 
for justification. But one has to 
draw the line somewhere on 


the manipulation of innocent 
lives for achieving one's aims, 
however noble or malicious 
they might be. 

Yes, even in the cruel worid 
of reality, where we have bets 
often wronged by Israelis, by 
Americans, by Arabs, we still 
have to be dear on our moral 
values. The fact is that in any 
conflict, innocent lives win sur- 
fer. Perhaps we have had more 
than our share in this regard. 

But this should make us all 
more determined to stand aga- 
inst any endangerment of, any 
lives, particularly when suf- 
fering is caused by Arabs. 

Until then, this endless cirde 
of “you-did-it-to-me-fiist" 
will only succeed in dragging ns 
into more immoral acts to the 
point where it no longer mat- 
ters who is right and who. is 
wrong. Perhaps Lebanon pro- 
vides a living testimony to that 
fact. I bate to think of the kind 
of sodety we would have then..

Connors encountered no pro- 
blems. He secured the only break 
he needed in the opening setin the 
eighth game.

In the second set, there 
were four breaks of service to 3-3, 
then Sabatmi produced the critical 
break in die seventh game for a 
4-3 lead. 

Benjamin had two points to 
break back to 44, but could not 
convert them and Sabatmi soon’ 
had the matdb in thebag to set up a 
third-round battle against either 
French girl Cathy Tanvier or 
American Melissa Gurney. 


" Fifth -seeded Pam Shriverd&n- 
ally came through a two-day str- 
uggle against feliow-American 
Anne white 6-3, 6-7, 6-3 after 
wasting a match point in the sec- 
ond set tie-break Thursday night. 

White, a 23-year-old blonde 
who wore a white body stocking 
Thursday night, was forbidden to 
do so by tournament officials in 
die final set Friday. 

After his match, Connors said 
he would have liked to hit a few 
more balls.

330 race 10,000 metres

AMMAN — In a carmval-tike

circles, through the Holiday Inn 
Hotel road, preceding to King 
Hussein street in Shine isani and 
back to the hotel. The first to arr- 
ive was Mr. Basel Keilani, who 
made it in 31 minutes and 20 sec- 
onds. 

Proceeds of the race will ben- 
efit the A] Hussein Society for die

donate ID 1 per participant 

Many participants complained 
that the even t- was badly organised 
and some participants tried to 
evade die route which was bro- 
ught to the notice of the aut- 
horities, but they did not take any 
action. The Jordan Times asked a 
member of the JMSC, who was in 
charge of the technical and adm- 
inistrative section of the road race 
who ruled out any possibility of 
violation. He said “It is impossible 
to cheat since 30 military referees 
and five road control cars were fol- 
lowing die racers." 

The hotel's manager who fol- 
lowed the racers in a car said “I 
caught a bunch of cheaters”. 
However, cheaters will not dis- 
courage the management to con- 
tinue organising such yearly eve- 
nts. “I think we have offered the 
community a lot fun and we man- 
aged to raise funds for a good 
cause. 

A participant on Friday's race. 
Addle Najjar said, “some of the 
participants mounted cars thr- 
oughout the first, second and third 
circles and were dropped near die 
British Embassy to continue down 
die Holiday Inn road." He said, I

Asked whether he will par- 
ticipate in next year’s race he

Some participants criticised uie 
road-race saying "there was no 
organisation and Maher Habbo, a 
racer said,“the race was supposed 
to start at 4:00 p.m., but since 
■ Chief Chamberlain Prince Ra d 
Ibo Zaid who was supposed to 
inaugurate the race could not 
come in time due to some personal 
problems and we had to start at 
4:17 p.m." 

General Talal. a member of the 
JMSC said, “I think the org- 
anisation was very good. The only 
inconvenience was the lack of 
space in the hotel’s parking lot” ^ 

Other organising officials who " 
spoke on condition not to be ide- 
ntified said, “some racers, who 
won, ran around the corner whe- 
reas some were picked up in cars 
and were dropped down a few 
metres away from the hotel” and 
they added “it was totally unfair.’' 

The racers who ran all together 
were divided into four age groups, 
and age classes — below 15 years 
of age, between 16 and 30, from 
31 to 45 and above 46.

LUXEMBOURG (R) — Hie European Community 
(EC) Thursday announced higher tariffs on nuts and 
lemons imported from the United States in ret- 
aliation for Washington’s restrictions on imports of 
pasta from the 10-nation bloc. 


Community import duty on 
US. lemons was more than dou- 
bled to 20 per cent from eight per 
cent. Import duty era walnuts shi- 
pped in from the United States 
was more than trebled to 30 per 
cent, also dp from eight per cent. 

The higher tariffs, due to take ' 
effect in the next few days, were 
formally approved at a meeting of 
Community environment min- 
isters here Thursday as part of a 
speedy response to die U.S. move 
.announced on June 20, Com- 
munity officials said. 

Sales of U.S. nuts and lemons to 
the Community were worth $33.3 
million last year, they added. 

The counter-offensive in the 


so-called Trans-Atlantic “spa- 
ghetti wax” was sparked off by 
U.S. objections to special arr- 
angements favouring imports into 
the Community of citrus fruit from 
neighbouring Mediterranean sta- 
tes outside foe bloc. 

The 10-nation Community says 
citrus agreements for Israel, Tun- 
isia and Morocco are part of its 
development aid for the Med- 
iterranean area. 

Increased Community import 
tariffs on U.S. lemons and walnuts 
are designed to roughly balance 
out the impact of Washington’s 
move on Community exports of 
pasta to the United States, worth 
an estimated $28 million a year. 


Washington and Brussels have 
been at odds over the citrus issue 
for almost 20 years. 

The Reagan administration jus- ‘ 
tified its move last week saying foe 
Community had refused to accept 
a ruling from the world trade body 
IGATf (General Agreement on

PEKING (R) — China’s foreign 
exchange reserves have dropped 
and the shortfall is causing a snarp 
decline in Chinese imports, for- 
eign bankers in Peking said Thu- 
rsday.

U.S. hits back at Soviet 
warning over Geneva talks 

New clash erupts after Gorbachev’s ‘veiled 
threaf to suspend resumed arms negotiations 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — In a new clash over 
the stalemated Geneva arms talks, the United States 
has used some of its sharpest language against Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev since he came into office 
last March. 


. Responding to a series of cha- 
rges against Washington's stance 
in the negotiations, the State Dep- 
artment expressed astonishment 
at Mr. Gorbachev’s “distorted 
characterisation" of the talks and 
“thinly veiled threaf' to. suspend 
them. 

The lengthy statement on Thu- 
rsday twice mentioned Mr. Gor- 
bachev by name in a detailed reb- 
uttal of his charges. 

But spokesman Edward Dje- 
rejian declined to be drawn when 
asked bow the exchange might 
affect the possibility of a summit 
meeting between Mr. Gorbachev 
and President Reagan, merely 
noting both sides had expressed a 
desire for a meeting. 

The statements from both sup- 
erpowers reinforced earlier ind- 
ications that the negotiations rem- 
ain deadlocked over the issue of 
President Reagan's so-called 
“Star Wars" missile defence pro- 
gramme. 

Although the State Department 
read into Mr. Gorbachev’s threat 
to “reassess the entire situation” 
.an implied warning of a Soviet 
walkout at Geneva, officials said a 
date had been set for resumption 
of the negotiations following a 
July 16 recess. 

“The Soviet Union’s apparent 
threat to suspend the ongoing new 
negotiations casts doubt on its ser- 
iousness in the talks and its rea- 
diness to implement the agr- 
eement” establishing their obj- 
ectives, Djerejian said.

Eanes 
decides 
to dissolve 
parliament 

LISBON (R) — Portuguese Pre- 
sident Antonio Ramalho Eanes 
has decided to dissolve par- 
liament, opening the way for an 
early general election, after a crisis 
caused by the collapse of the gov- 
ernment coalition two weeks ago. 
- In a statement broadcast Thu- 
rsday night, Eanes said he made 
the decision after failing to find a 
solution which would have avo- 
ided parliament being dissolved. 

Three of Portugal's four main 
political parties had insisted that 
Mr. Eanes dissolve parliament 
and call elections, spuming app- 
eals to agree on the formation of a 
new government. 

Parliament will be dissolved 
after it has ratified Portugal's tre- 
aty of accession to the European 
Community. The ratification deb- 
ate is scheduled for July 10. 

Mr. Eanes said he would con- 
sider Socialist Prime Minister 
Mario Soares' recent offer to res- 
ign at an appropriate time. Until 
then, the XKriaJjst-Sodal Dem- 
ocratic coalition government will 
stay in office. 

Mr. Eanes set no date for ele- 
ctions, which were not due until 
1987. 

Mr. Eanes and die Socialists, 
the country's biggest party, said 
earlier they feared an early ele- 
ction would disrupt the country’s 
economic and political stability. 

Presidential and local elections 
were already due at the end of the 
year. The general elections are 
expected to be in October. 

The Social Democrats, who 
formally withdrew from the coa- 
lition two weeks ago after a row 
over labour and agrarian policies, 
and the opposition Communists 
and Christian Democrats said par- 
liament’s dissolution was the only 
way uut of the crisis. 

The presidents power to dis- 
solve the assembly expires on July 
14, six months before his mandate 
is due to end.

The spokesman, who asked not 
to be identified, confirmed Indian 
news reports that the Canadian 
decision was conveyed to Indian 
Foreign Secretary Komesh Bha- 
ndari during a meeting Thursday 
with Canadian High Com- 
missioner William Warden. 

During the session, Mr. Warden 
said Canada would cooperate reg- 
arding “all aspects of the activities 
of terrorists,” including Sikh mil- 
itiants living there, the spokesman 
added. 

Thursday's meeting came four 
days after an Air-India Jumbo jet 
on a flight from Montreal, Can- 
ada, to India crashed off the Irish 
coast, killing ail 329 people abo- 
ard. 

Investigators suspect the Boe- 
ing 747 exploded in mid-air, and 
callers claiming to represent two 
Sikh separatist groups said they 
planted a bomb aboard the plane. 

Although one of the groups, the 
All-India Sikh Students Fed- 
eration, has denied placing the 
call, a worldwide manhunt is und- 
erway for two Sikhs. Ammand 
Singh and Lai Singh, in connection 
with the crash.

HONG KONG — The Soviet 
.navy b experimenting with new 
tactics to sharpen its ability to fight 
American aircraft carriers and to 
learn how to use its own big car- 
riers when they become ope- 
rational at the end of the century, 
military sources said Friday. 

They said that the experiments 
are taking place in the Soviet na- 
vy’s two weakest strategic areas, 
the Northern Pacific and the Nor- 
wegian Sea, where heavy fighting 
would take place in the event of a 
war between the United States 
and its allies and iheSoviet Union 
and its allies. 

In a war the Soviet navy would 
be attempting to get to the Atl- 
antic from its bases in the Barents 
Sea and to the Pacific from its 
bases in the Sea of Japan and the 
Sea of Okhotsk. The Americans 
and their allies would be trying to 


stop them. 

The sources said the new tactics 
feature a Soviet navy force acting 
as an A merican carrier and its esc- 
ort vessels charging towards the 
Soviet coast. 

Powerful Soviet forces, inc- 
luding surface ships, submarines 
and aircraft, dash out far from the 
coasts to repel the mock invaders. 

The sources said the first phase 
of the experiment took place in 
the Northern Pacific three months 
ago when a Soviet force of nine 
ships, centred on the light aircraft 
carrier Novorossiysk, sprinted 
towards tiie Sea of Okhotsk from a 
point northwest of Hawaii. 

“Aircraft, including backfire 
bombers with long-range anti- 
shipping missiles, submarines and 
surface ships intercepted the force 
to die northeast of Japan,” said 
one source. 

The sources said a similar force, - 
centred on the Novorossiysk's sis- 
ter ship Kiev, later so Hied from 


the Mediterranean and conducted 
a similar manoeuvre in the Nor- 
wegian Sea, threatening Soviet 
naval and air bases east of nor- 
thern Norway. 

Jumpjet fighters of limited war- 
fighting capability earned by the 
two carriers bombed towed tar- 
gets and tiie ships fired guns and 
missiles during the exercises, the 
sources said. 

The Soviet Union has no big 
aircraft carriers which launch high 
performance warplanes from cat- 
apults as do the Americans, but it 
is building one now. 

Western military sources expect 
others to be built in the future, 
probably with modifications as .a 
result of lessons learned from ope- 
rating the first one. - 

This is the usual Soviet ' tec- 
hnique when developing a new 
class of ship and tactics to go with 
it. 

“They are quite obviously tes- 
ting tactics and strategy with the 


light carriers to learn how to use 
the big ones when they become 
operational in the next decade, 1 ’ 
said on^' source. 

“They are also improving their 
techniques to stop such an Ame- 
rican strike- force from attacking 
Soviet targets." 

The sources said that once the 
Soviets learn how to use the big 
carriers they are likely to adopt a 
more forward naval strategy, as 
they have done progressively over 
tiie past 30' years with the dev- 
elopment of their navy from a coa- 
stal force to the j, blue water" navy 
it now is. -
